ALL HANDS ON DECKS 


H ACKNEY stars Leona 

Lewis and Labrinth were 
on hand to answer young 
residents’ questions at 
the launch of BBC Radio 1 and 
lXtra’s Academy. 

The three-week educational 
programme, which opened on 1 
June and runs until 22 June, offers 
free practical workshops and 
Q&A sessions with celebrities and 
industry specialists at Hackney 
Picturehouse on Mare Street. 

The day kicked off with 
Building a Beat - a workshop run 
by professional producers and 
songwriters supported by Rising 
Tide, a Hackney-based youth 
provision music charity for 13 to 
25-year-olds. Youngsters learnt 
how to build a beat and create 
their own track using the latest 


music industry programmes. 

The workshop was followed by 
Take it On - a Q&A session with 
Leona and Labrinth who were 
greeted by cheers and whoops of 
excitement from the audience. 
Questions were fired at the pair 
about what inspires them, how 
they battle their nerves and their 
life in the music industry. 

Both artists spoke of their 
musical journey and gave advice 
about how they achieved their 
success. Labrinth said: “I always 
knew what I wanted to do - 1 
kept that tunnel vision and never 
lost sight of achieving my dream. 
It’s the passion that takes you to 
where you want to be.” Leona 
added: “I was bullied at school 
and music focused me and helped 
me to escape. I gave 100 per cent 


and never gave up.” 

Inspired by the stars, audience 
members wrote down what they 
hoped to achieve in life. Messages 
written on the wall included ‘I 
want to become an inspiration to 
young people’, and ‘the sky is not 
the limit, you are.’ 

Resident Tiffany Sika-Dufie, 15, 
who attended the launch, 
said: “It was fantastic to learn 
about the artists and the industry 
and how they have remained true 
to themselves.” 

The content for the Academy’s 
programme was driven by a 
steering group of 12 young people 
from the borough, including 
rap artist Shivz Dotz, 21. He said: 
“The steering group acted as 
the voice of Hackney, to talk 
about what’s hot, what’s not and 


what would appeal and inspire 
people like me.” 

Trevor Nelson, Radio lXtra 
DJ who also grew up in Hackney, 
added: “This is a programme for 
you to meet people you might 
aspire to be, or meet people in an 
industry you aspire to work in.” 

The Academy was launched 
for the run-up to the Radio 1 
Hackney Weekend two-day music 
festival, which will see 100,000 
people enjoying headline acts such 
as Rihanna and Jay-Z at Hackney 
Marshes on 23 and 24 June.

WO mosaics 
commemorating the 
2012 Olympic and 
Paralympic Games 
have been unveiled in 
Shepherdess Walk, Nl. 

The mosaics, which 
transformed a once disused 
area owned by the Council, 
are made up of around 
216,000 tiles, took over 100 
people to make and eight 
months to complete. 

They will leave a record 
of people’s lives for future 
generations - just as those 
in ancient civilisations did. 
Embedded in 
the designs 
are mobile 
phones, frisbees, 
skateboards and 
other modern 
paraphernalia. 

For two 
days a week, 
from a shop 
in Murray 
Grove, 

Nl, a core 
group of 
around 28 


people recovering from drug 
or alcohol problems worked 
with mosaicist Tessa 
Hunkin on the artwork 
through her History in the 
Making project. Residents 
also supported the scheme. 

Tessa said: “The team 
have surpassed all my 
expectations - they worked 
with such dedication and 

ability, and I think 
everyone enjoyed 
the satisfying 
process of creating 
such a large 
artwork.” 

Cllr 

Jonathan 
McShane, 
Cabinet 
Member 
[ for Health, 
Social Care and 
Culture, added: 


“The mosaic is amazing 
and will tell the story of 
Hackney in 2012 for years 
to come. This innovative 
project shows just what a 
powerful thing art can be 
in bringing communities 
together and providing real 
benefits for people who need 
our help and support.” 

Research in the field of 
substance misuse indicates 
that hands-on participation 
in making an artwork 
provides a range of benefits 
including learning skills, 
meeting people and feeling 
part of a community. 

Nicola O’Grady, who 
received support from 
substance misuse charity 
Lifelife, said: “It gives me a 
feeling of accomplishment 
and belonging that I haven’t 
had for a long time. I also 




have something to be proud 
of that I can share with my 
friends and family.” 

Mark Denney also got 
support from Lifelife. He 
added: “Coming to the 
mosaic group has given 
me the opportunity to 
socialise. It’s given me a 
feeling of doing something 
worthwhile and now I have 
more structure to my week.” 

The project is supported 
by the Council’s Drug 
and Alcohol Action Team 
in partnership with the 
Cultural Development 
team and Lifeline. Much 
of the funding came from 
section 106 contributions 
to Hackney - money 
from developers that 
pay for regeneration and 
community projects.

Apprentice scheme success 


TWENTY-three apprentices, four graduates and eight 
trainees have been recruited during the first year of 
Hackney’s National Skills Academy for Construction project. 
The project offers local apprentices and young people 
on-site construction training and vacancy-hunting support. 

It partners new entrants to the industry with contractors so 
the right skills are developed for the job. The project has 
also provided 38 work experience placements, enrolled 
26 operatives on NVQs and delivered school engagement 
activities to more than 250 students. 

Resident Rio Alfonso, 24, was unemployed for eight months 
before coming on to the programme. He got help with his 
C V and last November was successful in an application to 
be a trainee operative with contractor Lakehouse. Rio, who 
is also completing an NVQ Level 3 in customer service, said: 
“Getting this job has built up my confidence and now I have 
been given more responsibilities. I have been doing a lot of 
training that will also help me progress." 

Rebecca Nadarajah, project skills co-ordinator, added it 
‘will provide much needed on-site training to help bring new 
blood into the industry’. 

The project is managed by Hackney Homes on behalf of the 
Council in partnership with CITB-Construction Skills and 
contractors Mulalley, Lakehouse and Mansell.

Tour de Hackney 


M ORE than 240 
schoolchildren 
enjoyed the 
sunshine and 

great outdoors as they took 
part in a mass bike ride 
across Hackney. 

Bike Around the Borough 
(24 May), organised by 
the Council and supported 
by the Metropolitan 
Police, saw youngsters 
from 17 of the borough’s 
primary schools taking 
part alongside teachers and 
cycling instructors. It built 
on the success of last year’s 
event, which celebrated the 
launch of the 2012 
Hackney Parks Walking 
and Cycling route. 

Starting at London 
Fields, this year’s 
8.8 mile circular 
route took in many 
of the borough’s 
best known 
landmarks and 
green spaces, 
including 
Shoreditch, 

Clissold and 
Millfields 
parks. 

The 
cyclists 


used main roads, practicing 
the skills developed through 
national standards cycle 
training. The aim was to 
help pupils realise how easy 
it is to travel safely around 
the borough by bike. 

Zak, a year six pupil 
from Tyssen Community 
Primary School, said: “I 
learnt cycling is as healthy 
as walking and that cycling 
is fun!”

Initiatives such as free 
training for children and 
adults, 20 mile per hour 
limits on all Council- 
controlled residential roads 
and awareness training for 
HGV drivers mean that the 
borough has the highest 
rates of cycling amongst 
residents in the capital.

Museum’s 10 year anniversary 


HACKNEY Museum is celebrating its 1 0 year anniversary 
with a launch of a major community-led exhibition. 

Mapping the Change has been recording the changes to 
East London lives in the run up to the capital’s Olympic and 
Paralympic Games since 2008. More than 5,000 voices 
from Hackney’s diverse communities helped produce 
photographic, digital, film, written and audio based records 
of how London 201 2 has affected them. 

The £253,000 Heritage Lottery Fund-financed project has 
already seen a range of activities take place in the borough 
including oral histories, photo competitions, journalism 
courses, art workshops, history walks and talks and other 
extended exhibitions. 

The Council-run Hackney Museum and Hackney Central 
Library have been very popular since opening a decade ago. 
The museum has hosted more than 50 exhibitions, covering 
subjects such as slavery, healthcare and the life stories of 
Hackney’s ancestors. Hackney Central Library has hosted 
events including talks by BBC journalist George Alagiah. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, Cabinet Member for Health, 

Social Care and Culture, said: “This past decade has seen 
Hackney Museum and Hackney Central Library deliver many 
challenging and thought provoking events, exhibitions and 
educational programmes, as well as providing excellent 
learning resources for the local community.”

“There are many talented 
youngsters in Hackney who 
deserve a helping hand and 
our Youth Sports Fund 
can help.” 

Six other talented young 


people are also receiving 
support - and as an added 
bonus they have also been 
given a ticket to an Olympic 
event at the 2012 Games.

L EONA Lewis is 

even more beautiful 
in real life than 
she is on screen. 

With a glossy mane of 
hair, perfectly manicured 
nails and impeccable 
make-up, the Hackney 
singer could make any 
girl feel intimidated. But 
she’s so nice I find myself 
unashamedly bonding with 
the former X Factor winner 
over being a fellow geek. 

“People are sometimes 
afraid to be individuals 
because they feel like they 
can’t speak up as people will 
criticise them and they’ll 
become an outcast,” she 
says. “I know what it’s like - 
I was a geek at school. Being 
an individual and having 
your voice heard is scary. I 
feel like we need to pinpoint 
these kids, shine a light on 
them and engage them and 
praise them for being brave 
and stepping out and not 
going with the grain.” 

Leona is taking her role 
as an ambassador for the 
BBC Radio 1 and lXtra 
Academy seriously. The Ivor 
Novello award- winner is 
one of a number of artists 
involved in the three- week 
project aimed at working 
with teenagers in the 
borough in the run up to the 
Hackney Weekend on 23 
and 24 June. 

She says: “As an 


ambassador I’ve taken on 
the part as role model. I’m 
lucky - my upbringing here 
was really positive and I feel 
like a lot of people in this 
area don’t get that attention. 
I got to do classes outside of 
school, which really helped 
me with my music. That’s 
why I’m involved - 1 want to 
impart my knowledge and 
hopefully inspire people.” 

The Academy, which 
opened on 1 June, is 
based at the Hackney 
Picturehouse. It aims to give 
10,000 young people in the 
area the chance to work, 
and be inspired by, leading 
people in the entertainment 
and business industries. 

“I hope this whole 
experience has a positive 
effect on Hackney’s young 
people,” says Leona. “For 
me, personally, I think 
it’ll be good to have more 
programmes for young 
people to get involved in. 
Things that are free, you 
know? It’s good to give 
young people the knowledge 
and inspiration for them to 
feel they’re part of the 
whole experience.” 

Leona hopes the outreach 
programme has tangible 
results, but admits it won’t 
be easy. She says: “There’s 
only so much you can do - 
there’s a certain point when 
you go out into the world on 
your own and hopefully this 


programme will have made 
a positive effect and you can 
put it into action then, but 
you can’t physically make 
people do something - they 
have to want to do it for 
themselves by themselves.” 

The three- week outreach 
programme will culminate 
in the two-day festival at 
Hackney Marshes, with 
the biggest line-up Radio 1 
has ever seen, to be opened 
by Leona. “It’s going to be 
wicked,” she gushes. “I’m a 
bit nervous as all my family 
and friends are going to 
be there, but I think it’s an 
honour to be able to open it 
as an ambassador. There’s a 
lot of pressure, the Marshes 
is properly close to home. 

It’s huge.” 

Despite the fact Leona is 
an international superstar, 
she still considers Hackney 
‘home’. She says: “I love 
travelling and it’s a blessing 
to be able to experience the 
different cultures and places, 
but I’m definitely grounded 
here because my family and 
friends are here. Home is 
where the heart is at the end 
of the day. 

“I don’t think anywhere 
that I’ve been to in the 
world is as multicultural as 
Hackney,” she continues. 
“But Hackney has changed. 
Never before could I 
imagine my friends going 
to Dalston for a night out - 
that didn’t used to happen 
- and now it’s so trendy! 

I’m like ‘great’ because it’s 
on my doorstep and I don’t

Staff and pupils at 


Wentworth Nursery School 
and Children’s Centre 
recycle where possible; 
grow their own fruit and 
vegetables; compost; use 
water butts for watering 
plants; and aim to cycle to 
school, turn off lights and 
avoid dropping litter. 

Kym Foley, the teacher 
who leads on eco matters, 
added: “I feel proud that the 
children, staff and parents 
have worked together to 
make Wentworth more 
sustainable.” 


Q: As a dog owner, I want to do my bit and clean up 
when my dog fouls on the pavement or in the park, 
but I’m never sure what to do with the bags. Are there 
any bins in Hackney that I can use? 


A: There are some old dog poo bins in Hackney, but the 
Council stopped providing bins exclusively for dog waste 
some time ago. Since 1 991 dog waste has been classified 
as general litter and can be accepted in any one of the 
Council’s 1 ,600 bins (although it should not be placed in 
with waste for recycling). You can also take the bags home 
and put them in the bin with your household waste. 
Responsible dog owners should always clean up after 
their pets as animal waste can be harmful - especially 
to small children - and it generally makes Hackney 
unpleasant for others. If you are witnessed allowing a dog 
under your control to 
foul in a public place, 
and you do not clean it 
up, you can be handed 
an on the spot fine of up 
to £80 (and might have 
to pay up to £1 ,000 if 
taken to court).

Flying the Green Flag 


Changes to borough’s Games time waste collections 


WASTE and recycling 
collections are set to start 
at 6am during the Olympic 
and Paralympic games to 
help crews beat the traffic. 

Residents will need to 
make sure their waste and 
recycling is placed out 
either the night before their 
collection or before 6am to 
help keep streets clear. 

Collection days will 
be unchanged during the 


Olympics (from 23 July 
to 14 August) and the 
Paralympics (27 August to 
7 September). 

Recycling will be 
collected in different 
vehicles that look similar 
to current refuse vehicles 
and taken to a facility for 
sorting. These measures, 
combined with extra staff 
helping during Games 
time will enable crews to 


complete their rounds each 
day and cut down on the 
number of vehicles on the 
borough’s roads. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: 
“Our crews will set off 
from their depots at 
5.30am each morning 
during the Games, ready to 
start collecting waste and 
recycling at 6am. 


“We are asking residents 
to work with us, to make 
sure their waste is placed 
out on time so we are able 
to clear all waste 
and recycling as quickly 
as possible. 

“You may notice that 
your collection happens 
at a different time during 
the Games, but we will 
ensure that all waste and 
recycling is collected on 


your allotted day.”

Get a taste for seasonal food 


ESIDENTS are 
being offered the 
chance to sample 
local organic

News in brief 


Council promotes wood builds 

THE Council is set to be the first local authority in England to 
promote timber construction in its planning policy. 

Last week the Council hosted a Wood First conference for 
architects, developers and planning officials from other local 
authorities to encourage the consideration of timber as a first 
choice building material. Wood for Good, a campaign to promote 
the suitability and sustainability of using wood in construction, 
sponsored the event which examined the benefits and 
limitations of building with timber as well as explaining its place 
within local and national planning policy. 

Although the Council is keen to promote the benefits of building 
with wood, it is not considering a policy that would exclude 
locally sourced building materials or prevent the use of other 
sustainable building materials in future developments. 

Cllr Guy Nicholson, Cabinet Member for Regeneration and 
the 201 2 Olympic and Paralympic Games, said: “Timber 
construction is changing the face of sustainable development, 
with the industry increasingly recognising the aesthetic and 
environmental benefits of using wood in new developments.”

A CLISSOLD Park School video that charts the fall from 
grace of a promising young footballer has been highly 
commended in a national anti-smoking film contest. 
Competition Cut Films asked young people across the 
country to research the dangers of smoking and create a 
film to communicate their ideas. 

The N1 6 pupil referral unit centre produced a short following 
1 3-year-old student - and real life Arsenal FC youth team 
player - Denilson who misses out on a career in the Premier 
League after taking up smoking. 

‘Champions Don’t Smoke’ was a particular favourite for the 
younger judges on the Cut Films panel, which awarded the 
school the ‘highly recommended’ honour. 

Clissold Park teacher Patricia Davies said: “It came together 
as part of a wider drugs awareness project we worked on. 
Also one of the main aims was to show what our students, 
some of which had been excluded from mainstream 
schools, can do.” 

According to The Deborah Hutton Campaign, which runs Cut

A NEW project is helping 
people with disabilities 
make the most of public 
transport in the borough. 

The Able to Travel 
bus sessions are free 
workshops aimed at 
increasing confidence, 
independence and road 
safety skills of adults and 
young people with learning 
difficulties when using 
public transport. They 
also aim to give carers the 


confidence to allow the 
person they care for to 
travel independently. 

At the 17 May launch, 
service users gained advice 
on alighting and leaving 
buses safety, protecting 
their travel support 
cards as well as how to 
identify a genuine ticket 
inspector. There was also 
information on what to do 
if approached by a stranger 
and encountering drunk or 


rowdy passengers. Service 
users ranged from those 
with mild to profound 
learning disabilities to 
having mobility problems. 

Pauline McNichol, 
whose sister Beverly Witt is 
a wheelchair user, praised 
the sessions. She said: 
“Pauline has become less 
mobile and in the past I 
would carry her on to the 
bus. Having done this I 
now know that all buses 


have ramps so even if the 
driver doesn’t put the 
ramp down, I know I 
can always ask. ”

The Mayor and Councillors 


Councillors are elected by Hackney 
residents and serve for four years. 

The last borough elections were in 
May 2010. 

Councillors have a range of 
responsibilities, including helping to 
oversee the Council and its services. 
They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local 
representative and ask them to take up 


issues that may be of concern. 
Generally they can help with Council 
related matters, but if the issue is the 
responsibility of another person or 
organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and 
tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors 
representing areas called wards - 
illustrated in the map opposite.
